There  ms  a small  increase  of  10  in  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate 
of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District. 

There  v;as  a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  the  number  being 
102  compared  mth  113  in  the  previous  year  and  88  in  1936.  I am  pleased  to  report 
a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  aged  under  one  year,  the  number  being 
only  5 compared  with  8 in  1 957. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  continued  to  be  low  and  there  were  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

Local  Industries  - These  are  mainljr  concerned  with  agriculture,  but  the  factcary 
operated  by  Messrs.  Glaxo  Laboratories  Limited,  in  Barmire  Road,  for  the  production 
of  Penicillin,  now  affords  employment  for  a large  number  of  persons  resident  in  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed  at  this  factory  at 
the  end  of  the  year  Vi/as  approximately  600  persons. 

SAUITARY  CIRCUMSTAITCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply  - 

(a)  Tov/h’s  Supply 

Due  to  the  hea.vy  rainfall  during  the  simmer  months,  a good  yield  from  the 
springs  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Difficulty  arose  from  time  to  time 
in  maintaining  pressure  in  the  higher  areas  of  the  tov/n  i7hich  is  supplied  Vidth 
■*vater  from  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board. 

This  trouble  has  been  recently  rectified  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland 
Yfe.ter  Board  granting  the  Urban  District  Council  an  additional  new  6"  diameter 
metered  connection  between  the  mains. 

36  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  ymiter  supply  system  serving  the  tovm 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

Five  samples  taken  from  taps  served  by  v/ater  purchased  by  the  Council  from 
the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  V/ater  Board  v/ere  in  Class  I. 

Thirty  one  samples  taken  at  various  points  on  the  Council’s  water  supply'" 
system  were  examined  and  found  to  fall  into  the  follov/ing  Classes: 

8 in  Class  I 
A in  Class  II 
3 in  Class  III 
1 6 in  Class  IV 

Five  samples  taken  from  taps  in  the  tov/n  before  the  end  of  April  proved 
satisfactory,  the  remaining  eight  samples  taken  from  ta.ps  in  the  town  had  the 
follovdng  results  on  examination: - 

2 in  Class  I 

3 in  Class  III 
3 in  Class  IV 

Four  saiaples  taken  at  Fountain  Head  Spring  proved  satisfactory. 

Of  ten  sar-ples  taken  from  Stoney  Keld  Spring  and  four  from  the  open 
Reservoir,  onlj^'  one  vas  not  in  Class  IV, 
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(“b)  Kegrouping  of  Vater  Unde r taking; s. 

In  Jul;7  the  I.tinistr^'’  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  a circular 
reminding  !Local  Authorities  of  the  urgency  in  "bringing  discussions  to  a head  in 
re^rd  to  the  regrouping  of  vra.ter  undertakings.  The  original  circular  issued  in 
Septemher  1956  explained  the  underlying  aims  of  the  Government  to  "promote  the 
most  effective  use  of  the  -water  resoi’.rces  of  the  coimtry  and  to  provide  a reliable 
service  supplying  at  an  economic  cost  the  quantity  and  quality  of  water  that  con- 
sumers needed" . 

This  Go-uncil  is  in  agreement  v/ith  the  Ministry's  circular,  and  at  a recent 
meeting  with  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board,  w/hen  the  Board  granted 
the  additional  6"  connection  between  the  mains,  the  Coxmcil's  representatives 
'expressed  their  willingness  to  negotiate  with  a view  to  amalgamation  of  the 
rater  -undertakings. 

The  Council  are  now  expecting  a further  communication  from  the  Tees  Valley 
and  Cleveland  Water  Board  on  this  matter. 

Refuse  Tip, 

The  tipping  face  of  the  tip  is  extending  in  a 'westerly  direction,  and  when  a 
small  area,  still  to  be  filled,  is  completed,  the  tip  face  v/ill  be  removed  a con- 
siderable distance  further  from  the  highvi/ay. 

Further  areas  where  tipping  has  been  completed  have  been  covered  v/ith  a layer 
of  soil,  reseeded  and  brought  back  into  grazing  land.  Fencing  and  netting  fences 
no-ve  been  erected  to  keep  the  tip  in  a tidy  condition  and  prevent  the  escape  of  papor. 

Land  to  the  ■\TOst  of  the  tipping  face  not  yet  required  for  tipping  purposes  is 
lot  annually  for  grazing. 

Sew/ -^rage  and  Sew/-age  Disposal 

. New  soil  and  surface  wwiter  sewers  have  been  laid  in  the  Bridgegate  and  Thorngate 
Tyrn  rxea  for  the  redevelopment  of  this  district.  As  soon  as  the  few-  remaining 
‘.cuses  in  Bridgegate  are  -unoccupied,  it  '»vill  be  possible  to  remove  the  old  exposed 
se-v7cr  which  is  carried  on  stone  pillars  along  the  river  side. 

It  is  expected  that  the  scheme  being  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  for  the  enlaxgement  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  -will  be  completed  at 
• m early  date. 

Frovision  v/ill  be  made  in  the  scheme  to  treat  the  soil  drainage  from  Startforth 
•Ullage  lying  wathin  the  Startforth  R.D.C,  area  and  from  houses  in  Darlington  Road 
and  the  newr  Secondary-  Modern  School  in  Green  Lane  lying  w/ithin  the  area  of  the 
Bo-rnard  Castle  Rural  District, 

The  scheme  -'.'/ill  also  have  to  take  into  account  estimated  flow/-s  from  all  sources 
during  the  next  15  to  20  years,  including  the  increased  flow-  from  the  to\-/n  from 
a.dditional  housing  development,  the  completion  of  the  newr  Grammar  Technical  School 
in  Prospect  Place  and  Viaste  wira-ter  from  Glaxo  laboratories. 

Closet  Accoiinmodation  - All  properties  in  the  Urban  District  are  on  the  Virater 
carriage  system  with  the  exception  of  six  Wirhich  have  dry  closets.  Tw/o  properties 
'.which  had  pail  privies  wrere  demolished  during  the  year  under  the  Council's  Slum 
Clearance  prvcgrarame,

]XFECTIOUS  _ DI 3M^S 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  vi/as  extremely  lov/  during  the  year.  Ho 
cases  of  measles  were  reported  (compared  with  122  in  the  previous  year)  and 
there  v/ere  onl^'-  two  cases  of  ’whooping  cough  compared  'vath  1 9 in  the  previous 
year. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  ’/ra.s  a small  outbreak  of.  os-ses  .of 
diarrhoea,  occurring  mainl3^  in  the  ird’ants  department  of  the  C,  of  E.  school. 
Seventeen  of  these  cases  were  found  to  be  caused  by  bacterial  d^^sentery  and 
children  suffering  from  this  infection  were  excluded  from  school  until  free 
from  infection. 

There  v/ere  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  during  the  "year. 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme . 

At  the  begiming  of  the  ^^-ear  the  following  categories  were  included  in  the 
vaccination  scheme 

1,  Children  born  betv/een  1943^  and  i94'3. 

2,  Children  born  in  the  year  1957  '''"•''ho  had  reached  the  a.^e  of  6 months. 

Expectant  mothers, 

4.  General  Practitionex's  and  theii"'  families  (i.e.  persons  noi’mall3'' 

resident  in  theii’  household). 

5.  Ambulance  drivers  and  their  families. 

In  Septembei'’  the  offer  of  vaccination  v«xs  again  e xtended  to  include  persons 
aged  up  to  25  years,  that  is  to  sa37-  to  those  born  in  the  years  1953  ^ 1942.  In 
addition  vaccination  Vi/as  also  made  available  to  hospital  staff  "’v/ho  come  into 
contact  T.ith  patients,  to  medical  students  and  to  the  families  of  those  groups. 

The  liinistxg^  of  Health  also  decided  that  a third  injection  should  be 
offei'’ed  to  all  categoi^ies  not  less  than  7 "months  aftei"'  the  second. 

lirrangeiAonts  for  giving  the  injections  in  this  area  y/ere  similar  to  those 
made  in  the  previous  year,  the  vaccinations  being  mainl3''  carried  out  at  Child 
Aelfyjre  Clinics  and  the  injections  given  either  by  Child  '.Telfare  Medical  Officers 
or  b3^  local  Genei-al  Pi'^actitioners  ’who  were  asked  to  do  this  x-.’oiic  where  there  \/ere 
sufficient  children  available  to  fox’m  a session.  Othex'  vaccinations  wei'e  done  at 
Schools  b3''  the  Assistant-  County  Medical  Officei’  and  regular  sessions  were  held 
throxi^out  the  year  at  the  school  clinic  in  Barnax-’d  Castle,  On  the  whole,  the 
response  to  vaccination  has  been  fairly  good,  paxticulai-ly  in  the  younger  age 
groups,  though  thex'eare  still  a.  considerable  nuubei''  of  pai-ents  vHo  have  either 
refused  oi-  not  yet  raa.de  up  theix-  minds  to  have  their  children  vaccinated.  It  is 
too  ear  Ip-  as  3’'et  to  assess  the  I’-e  spouse  in  the  older  age  groups  but  up  to  the  date 
of  writing  this  i^epoi’t  the  response  tlxroughout  the  countx’3''  ha.s  been  disappointing. 
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I am  mndebted  to  the  staff  in  the  Council's  general  office  for  their 
assistance  in  sending' out  notices  to  parents  of  children  and  others  to  attend 
at  vaccination  sessions  held  in  Barnard  Castle  during  the  year,

Diphtheria  IrmTiuni  sat  ion 


The  total  number  of  children  aged  under  15  '^'^ho  received  a primary  course  of 
diphtheria,  immunisation  amounted  to  25.  This  sho’vs  a decline  in  the  number 
inmunised  during  the  yea.r,  but  it  is  probable  that  diphtheria  immunisation  ms 
over- shadowed  by  the  polio  vaccination  scheme  ip  the  minds  of  parents. 

Commencing  from  1 st  April,  a combined  vaccine  for  the  immunisation  of  children 
against  diphtheria ' and  whooping  cough  v/as  issued  by  the  County  Health  Department 
and  the  additiona.1  nujnber  of  children  who  received  the  combined  vaccine  is  shoTm 
separately  belov/. 
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Responsibility  for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  irariiunisation  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  propaganda  now  rests  with  the  County  Health  Department. 
Facilities  are  provided  at  the  child  welfare  centre  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  under  five  and  by  private  practitioners  for  children  cf  any  age. 

Leaflets  dravrlng  attention  to  the  need  for  immunisation  are  distributed 
by  post  at  the  age  of  eight  months  and  ivelve  months,  and  to  encourage 
re-inforcing  doses,  at  the  age  of  four  years  nine  months.  The  County  Health 
Visitor  visits  children  vdio  have  not  been  immunised, - 

In  addition,  advice  and  reminders  are  given  to  parents  by  the  School 
Kedical  Officer  at  the  annual  medical  inspection  of  schools.

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  v/as  notified  during  the  year.  The 
patient  was  a female  aged  51  years,  who  later  left  the  area  of  the  Urban 
district  to  reside  in  Startforth.  There  was  one  death  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 


C-EtiERAL’  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Public  Health  Staff  - The  lledical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  Officer. 

A grant  is  made  tov^rds  his  salary  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  are  whole-time  Officers.  Part  of 
their  salaries  are  paid  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  part  by  the  Ministries 
of  Health  and  Transport. 

A County  Health  Visitor  resides  in  the  tovn,  and  part  of  her  time  is 
allocated  to  the  duties  of  County  School  Nurse, 

Hospitals  - There  are  no  special  hospitals  for  Tuberculosis,  Ifeternity 
cases  or  Children,  in  the  area. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  control  of  the  Infectious 
Disease  Hospitals  formerly  administered  by  the  Auckland,  Shildon  and  Willington 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  ws^s  taken  over  by  the  South  ¥est  Durham  Hospital  I^/ianagement 
Committee.  Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent 
to  one  of  these  hospitals. 
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The  Richardson  Memorial  Convalescent  Home,  v.'hich  vi/as  taken  over  during 
the  vvar  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Hospitals  Scheme,  is  nov/  used  as 
a Convalescent  Holiday  Home  for  patients  from  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Durham, 
north  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle -on-Tyne. 

Aiiihulance  Facilities  - I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
Ambulance  Deptirtment,  Durham,  for  the  follcr,Ying  statements  relating  to  the 
’.vorking  of  the  Ajrbulance  Service  during  the  year, 

Barnard  Castle  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  are  served  by  ir.ro  ambulance  depots, 
two  ambulances  and  four  driver-attendants.

Nursing  Arrangements. 


Home  Nursing  - Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Seiwice  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authorities  as  from  5th  July,  1948.  The  agreement  concluded  with  the 
Durliam  County  Nursing  Association,  whereby  the  Durham  County  Council  delegated 
this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association,  ceased  to  exist  on  1st  April, 
1954,  and  the  Count^vr  Council  took  over  direct  adiiiinistration  from  this  date. 

Direct  control  ms  a.lso  assumed  by  the  Counl^T-  Council  of  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  provision  of  a domiciliary  midv/ife  service.
